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Primary schools grow 
as demand increases 


NEW primary school places 
are to be created in Newmar¬ 
ket to cope with demand. 

Suffolk County Council 
chiefs voted yesterday to 
spend £4 million creating 95 
new places at seven schools 
in West Suffolk, including 
Houldsworth Valley Primary 
School in Newmarket and 
Exning Primary School. 

Exning Primary will take on 
10 more pupils next year and 
Houldsworth Valley will in¬ 
crease its intake by 15. 

The announcement comes 
after the Local Government 
Association (LGA) expressed 
concern about the “unprec¬ 
edented” demand for places, 
which could see two pupils 
fighting over every place by 
2015. 

Cllr Lisa Chambers, cabinet 
member for education, said 
after the meeting: “I am really 
pleased. We have had the na¬ 
tional figures recently which 
say there is a shortage of pri¬ 
mary school places but Suf¬ 
folk has been meeting about 
this for a period of time. 

“The cabinet has been look¬ 
ing at the numbers in Suffolk 
and making sure we have the 
right number of places going 
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forward, particularly in Forest 
Heath where we know there is 
a need. 

“The amazing thing for 
Newmarket is we are not just 
planning for this year or next 
year. We know there is capac¬ 
ity at Houldsworth Valley Pri¬ 
mary to increase places up to 
2018.” 

Houldsworth Valley Pri¬ 
mary has already expanded 
with the gain of Year 6 classes 
in the last two years and ad¬ 
missions could increase to 60 
from next September, if the 
need is there, says headteach¬ 
er Sharon FitzGerald. 

She said: “As a school we’re 
committed to providing the 
very best educational expe¬ 
riences and securing high 
standards of education for 
our pupils. We’re both de¬ 
lighted and excited about the 
growth of our school and we 
feel privileged to be extend-

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ing our excellent provision 
and welcoming a greater 
number of pupils. The plans 
for expansion will extend and 
enhance our existing safe, 
stimulating and supportive 
learning environment.” 

James Clark, head of Exn¬ 
ing Primary School, said the 
investment was good but his 
school has already been ac¬ 
cepting 30 extra pupils a year 
rather than its prescribed 20. 

He said: “Because of the 
situation we have had to take 
in more than we originally 
planned. So the children they 
are talking about are already 
here. 

“There is a big shortage 
across the county and na¬ 
tionally. I think a lot of this is 
due to the Government push¬ 
ing free schools at secondary 
level rather than putting the 
money into schools that are 
already there.” 

Other schools due for ex¬ 
pansion include Great Heath 
Primary, in Mildenhall, and 
St Christopher’s Primary 
School, Red Lodge. 

The new places will take ef¬ 
fect from September 2014.

Support for fire 
victim’s family 


OVERWHELMING levels of sup¬ 
port have been shown for the 
family of a woman who died in 
a fire at her home. 

The blaze on August 31 
in Hawthorn Way, Burwell, 
claimed the life of 35-year-old 
Miranda Drew, who suffered 
from multiple sclerosis. 

Villagers have banded to¬ 
gether to show their support 
for her partner Graham Chal- 
lis and three-year-old daughter 
Chantelle who have lost all their 
posessions in the devastating 
fire. 

Neighbours made a list of eve¬ 
rything the father and daughter 
might need and used Facebook 
to organise a collection, ranging 
from clothes and furniture to 
cleaning materials. 
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Charlie Fryer, one of the or¬ 
ganisers, said: “We now have 
everything apart from ward¬ 
robes off this list, thanks to eve¬ 
ryone who has been in touch 
and dropped off so many items 
so quiddy tonight. 

“It's been an amazing re¬ 
sponse. We need a few cleaning 
bits, but otherwise we’re all sort¬ 
ed for now. Thanks everyone.” 

Rev Eleanor Williams, vicar of 
St Mary’s Church, Burwell, said 
the response to the tragedy had 
been “moving”. 

Writing on a social network¬ 
ing site, she said: “It’s been quite 
remarkable, and very moving, to 
see over the last 24 hours or so 
the overwhelming outpouring 


of support and practical help for 
the family who lost everything 
in the fire.” 

Hazel Wilson said: “We have 
some truly lovely caring people 
in this village. Wonderful.” 

Karen Hubbard added: “It re¬ 
minds me why I love living in 
this village.” 

Financial donations can be 
made at The Fox pub and Tina’s, 
both in North Street, or Barclays 
Bank, in Parsonage Lane. 

The Fox pub is still accept¬ 
ing items for donation, such as 
clothes and toys. 

An inquest held on Monday, 
gave the cause of death provi¬ 
sionally as fire-related suffoca¬ 
tion and severe burn injuries. 

A resumed inquest will be 
held on December 18. 


Man charged for pole assault on teen

ber 7 where magistrates de¬ 
cided to send his case to the 
crown court. He was remanded 
in custody until his appearance 
at Ipswich Crown Court on Sep¬ 
tember 17 at 10am.

A RIDER for the Queen’s New¬ 
market-based trainer has been 
jailed for a vicious attack on an 
ex-jockey which left him look¬ 
ing like a “victim of a road traffic 
accident”. 

fonathan Nolan, a work rider 
for royal trainer Sir Michael 
Stoute, battered fohn Maxse 
so severely that he was so cov¬ 
ered in Mr Maxse’s blood police 
thought he himself was the vic¬ 
tim. 

Judge Rupert Overbury jailed 
him for four years at Ipswich 
Crown Court last Week, after he 
admitted grievous bodily harm 
with intent at a previous hear¬ 
ing. 

He said: “You carried out a 
vicious, sustained and unpro¬ 
voked attack. Simply by using 
your hands and feet you left Mr 
Maxse looking like the victim of 
a road traffic accident.” 

The court heard that Nolan, 
32, of Skeaping Close, New¬ 
market, objected to Mr Maxse’s 
friendship with his ex-girlfriend 
Genevieve Hippisley, who is the 
mother of Nolan’s three-year- 
old daughter. 

Prosecutor Richard Kelly de¬ 
scribed how Nolan found Mr 
Maxse at her home in Corsi¬ 
can Pine Close, Newmarket, at 
11.30pm on July 21. 

Mr Kelly said: “He strode past 
Miss Hippisley and said some¬ 
thing like ‘how could you or 
how dare you’ before repeatedly 
punching Mr Maxse.” 

The victim was left with a bro¬ 
ken nose, fractured eye socket 
and fractured cheekbone. 

Miss Hippisley raised the 
alarm and police arrived to ar¬ 
rest Nolan at the scene. 

Charles Myatt, mitigating, 
presented character references 
to the court, including one from 
Sir Michael’s head trainer Tony 
Crombie. 

He said: “Extreme emotions 
turned this otherwise placid, 
kind and non-violent man into 
somebody governed by a blind 



emotional rage. 

“There is genuine and deep 
remorse borne out of a genuine 
feeling that Mr Maxse did not 
deserve in any shape or form to 
be victim of this attack.” 

Mr Maxse, former PR director 
at the Jockey Club and the Brit¬ 
ish Horseracing Authority, was 
photographed with a black eye 
and cuts and bruises to his face 
following the incident. 

The 45-year-old former jock¬ 
ey, who works as a communi¬ 
cations consultant for Qatar 
Racing and is a work rider for 
Michael Bell, said on Twitter 


that he was left looking like film 
character Rocky Balboa. 

Mr Maxse, who was not in 
court, posted a picture of him¬ 
self in his hospital bed on Twit¬ 
ter, saying: “Today the person 
who did this to me is due in 
court for sentencing.” 

In a series of tweets, he said 
he had continued to suffer since 
the ordeal. 

Nolan, who worked at Sir 
Michael’s Freemason Lodge 
stables, in Newmarket, used 
to ride the Queen’s horse Carl¬ 
ton House when it was trained 
there.

Mum launches 
safety campaign 
after daughter 
injured on bypass 


A MUM whose daughter suf¬ 
fered life-changing injuries in 
a car accident has called for a 
road to be made safer following 
another fatal collision there. 

Samantha Cracknell was 38 
when she was involved in a two- 
vehicle collision on the A142 by¬ 
pass at Soham in July 2009. 

The mum-of-three, whose 
children were all in the car at 
the time, suffered multiple inju¬ 
ries and now lives at a specialist 
care home where she requires 
24-hour care. Her children, Ol¬ 
ivia, 15, Joseph, 12, and Eva, 5, 
are looked after by their father. 

Her mum, Lesley Macer, 60, is 
calling for at least one rounda¬ 
bout to be built on the A142 be¬ 
tween the roundabouts at Ford- 
ham Road and The Shade. 

She is putting pressure on 
Cambridgeshire County Coun¬ 
cil after motorcyclist Anthony 
Pinney, 68, of Isleham Road, 
Fordham, was killed on the

same stretch of road on August 
4. 

Mr Pinney, who was described 
by his family as “a wonderful 
man” suffered fatal injuries in 
a collision at the junction with 
Northfield Road, Soham. 

Lesley, of Queensway, Soham, 
said: “How many more acci¬ 
dents must happen before the 
council decides this road needs 
at least one roundabout to 
reduce the speeding? 

“I was told Samantha 
wouldn’t survive her 
injuries but she did, 
and although she will 
never be the same 
again, I am lucky to 
still have my daughter. 

“My heart goes out to 
the family of Mr Pinney. 

The council needs to do 
something to make the bypass 
safer before someone else is 


killed or injured like my Saman¬ 
tha.” 

East Cambridgeshire District 
councillor Colin Fordham is 
backing Miss Macer. The former 
firefighter said: “Eve been to 
that bypass countless times to 
see all the accidents. If you have 
ever had to help someone out of 
a smashed vehicle, you know it 
is horrendous.” 

A county council spokesman 
said: “The county council is 
happy to consider represen¬ 
tations from people about 
improving the safety of 
Cambridgeshire’s roads 
which could be im¬ 
plemented from the 
resources available to 
the authority. There is 
also the ability for local 
organisations such as 
parish or town councils 
to make a financial contri¬ 
bution to any agreed changes to 
a road’s layout.” 



Snap school inspections across county 


AN education watchdog has 
launched a series of co-ordi¬ 
nated inspections this week to 
look into the “disproportionate” 
number of under-performing 
schools in Suffolk. 

Ofsted’s latest data from 30 
June, found that over J5,000 
children in the county are at¬ 
tending a primary school that 


was judged to be less than ’good’ 
at its last inspection. 

Sean Harford, Ofsted’s region¬ 
al director for the East of Eng¬ 
land, said: “All parents should 
have the same opportunity to 
send their children to a good or 
better school but in Suffolk the 
chance of being able to do so is 
much lower than in other parts 


of the country.” 

These inspections, which 
were scheduled to take place 
this academic year but are being 
brought forward, will include 
all types of schools - although 
the majority will be primary 
schools. The findings will be 
shared with the local authority, 
schools, parents and the public.

Man, 25, 
jailed for 
'frenzied' 
assault 


A MAN who launched a 
“frenzied” attack at his 
mother’s birthday party 
has been jailed for seven 
years. 

Darren Pountney, 25, 
used bottles and plates as 
weapons as he lashed out 
at his uncle on August 25 
last year, inflicting numer¬ 
ous injuries including a 
deep cut near his jugular 
vein. 

Pountney, of The Street, 
Beck Row, had been drink¬ 
ing alcohol and taken 
drugs in the hours leading 
up to the attack, Ipswich 
Crown Court heard. 

Prosecuting, Robert 
Sadd said: “It was no more 
than luck that vastly more 
serious injuries were not 
caused.” 

Mr Sadd said the attack 
appeared to have been 
sparked by a comment 
made by Mr Harrington to 
Pountney who punched 
his victim to the floor and 
stamped repeatedly on his 
head. 

Pountney had pleaded 
guilty to charges of wound¬ 
ing and affray. 

Mark McDonald, miti¬ 
gating, said Pountney had 
expressed remorse and the 
attack had not been pre¬ 
meditated. Mr McDonald 
said Pountney had a histo¬ 
ry of alcohol and drug mis¬ 
use, arising from problems 
including being diagnosed 
with attention deficit hy¬ 
peractivity disorder at a 
very early age. 

Mr Recorder Gerard 
Pounder told Pountney: 
“You flew off the handle, 
you reacted in a way that 
was completely out of pro¬ 
portion, you just lost it.”

“It will give an open discussion about the 
district which will go out to consultation next 
month. I think it is very important for the 
people we are trying to represent to know 
what is going on.”

Cap roof is replaced 
at 19th century mill

AN 18th century smock mill could 
soon be restored to working order 
as its six-tonne cap roof has been 
replaced. 

The cap was removed from 
Burwell Mill in March for crucial 
restoration work so the 19th Cen¬ 
tury mill can be returned to full 
working order. 

Following six months of careful 
restoration work, the cap was re¬ 
turned to its home using an enor¬ 
mous crane. 

lane Phillimore, project man¬ 
ager, said: “The cap went back on 
last week but not the sails yet. 

“It was very dramatic.” 

She said: “The sails are not 
quite ready yet as they are still be¬ 
ing built. 

“We are making enormous 
strides with the project and are 
very pleased with how it is going.” 

The aluminium cap roof is 
turned by a six bladed fan tail but 
for a number of years that has 
been seized in position. 

Following a £420,000 grant 
from the Heritage Lottery Fund, it 
is hoped the mill will be restored 
to museum working standards by 
Spring 2014. 

A temporary flat roof was 
placed on top of the decapitated 
mill over the summer months to 
keep the inside dry. 

The mill is currently encased in 
scaffolding so builders can work 


on external lime render, re-tar the 
tower and repair the windows. 

The Grade II listed mill is the 
last in Burwell, which used to 
have four working mills. 

Some of the grant money will 
be used on community engage¬ 
ment schemes and reinterpreta¬ 
tion of the museum. 


Volunteers are needed to help 
paint the new shutters for the 
sails on Tuesdays and/or Thurs¬ 
days.

A LANDOWNER has been 
urged to “listen to Newmar¬ 
ket” before submitting plans 
for 400 homes. 

Suffolk County Council dep¬ 
uty leader Cllr Lisa Chambers 
has written the urgent plea to 
Lord Derby, who owns the 160- 
acre greenfield site at Hatch- 
field Farm, in Fordham Road. 

She urged the landowner to 
consider the objectives set out 
in the Newmarket Vision com¬ 
piled earlier this year, before 
submitting his application. 

Cllr Chambers said: “The 
Vision arose from a process 
which involved the widest 
possible representation of the 
people of Newmarket. We see 
the report as the authentic 
voice of Newmarket. 

“I would be very keen to 
understand how your think¬ 
ing is developing in a context 
where we all know what kind 
of developments the people of

Newmarket would like to see.” 

The Newmarket Vision was 
created by the Prince's Foun¬ 
dation for Building Commu¬ 
nity, sets out ten vision state¬ 
ments aimed at making the 
town a better place in which 
to live, work and visit over the 
next 20 years. 

A spokeswoman for Lord 
Derby said they had respond¬ 
ed to Cllr Chambers’ letter. 


She said: “It is our belief that 
a sustainable residential-led 
development at Hatchfield 
Farm reflects the vision out¬ 
lined in the Prince’s Founda¬ 
tion report.” 

A second public exhibition 
was held yesterday and con¬ 
tinues today at the Rutland 
Arms Hotel. 

The latest proposals are for 
400 homes ranging from one 
to five-bed properties. The 
houses would vary in appear¬ 
ance and layout, including 
a number of semi-detached 
properties. Plans also include 
120 affordable homes. 

Along with the new houses, 
Lord Derby is proposing im¬ 
provements to the A142, with 
traffic lights at junctions with 
the A14. 

Plans will be submitted later 
this month following the re¬ 
sults of the public consulta¬ 
tion.

A MAN who took refuge up a tree after 
he was found driving a £45,000 stolen 
tractor has avoided receiving a prison 
sentence. 

Joe Ebsworth, of Manderston Road, 
Newmarket, pleaded guilty to han¬ 
dling stolen goods and driving without 
a licence or insurance at Cambridge 
Crown Court on Thursday. 

The 26-year-old also entered a guilty 
plea to a separate charge of having fire¬ 
arm amunition, which he was banned 
from possessing following a previous 
conviction. 

The tractor was taken from a farm 
near Huntingdon, where it had been 
locked up the previous night. 

At 8pm on April 11, the day after the 
tractor was stolen, Ebsworth was driv¬ 
ing the vehicle in the direction of Bury 
St Edmunds when he realised he was 
being trailed by police. 

He jumped out, abandoning the 
tractor at the roadside and took refuge 
up a tree.

Police were baffled until a search 
dog sniffed him out 50 metres from the 
tractor, the judge at Cambridge Crown 
Court heard. 

Ebsworth was sentenced to two 
months in prison for possession of 
the shotgun cartridge, which was sus¬ 
pended for two years. 

He was also handed a 12-month 
prison sentence, suspended for two 
years, for handling stolen goods. 

Ebsworth was also sentenced to one 
day in the cells for failing to surrender 
and has been disqualified from driving 
for six months. 

Sentencing him at Cambridge 
Crown Court, Recorder Martin Old¬ 
ham told him: “You are perilously 
close to receving a not insignificant 
term of imprisonment - but it won’t 
be today.”

New campaign to 
tackle flytipping 


DUMPED rubbish which is 
costing the county more than 
£250,000 a year will be the sub¬ 
ject of a police crackdown this 
month. 

People found to be transport¬ 
ing rubbish illegally may be is¬ 
sued with fixed penalty fines of 
£300. 

As part of a county-wide ‘Tip 
Off’ stop and search scheme, 
Suffolk Waste Partnership (SWP) 
has secured £25,800 of funding 
from Defra to tackle the prob¬ 
lem. 

Officers from district and bor¬ 
ough councils will be patrol¬ 
ling the roads of Suffolk along¬ 
side police officers to carry out 
checks of commercial vehicles 
and inspect waste carrier li¬ 
cences and waste transfer docu¬ 
mentation. 

Cllr Andrew Nunn, Chairman 
of the SWP, said: “Fly-tipping is a 
serious source of pollution and 
poses a threat to public health 
and our local environment. 

“This campaign will help us to 
inform people about their duty 
of care to prevent waste ending 
up in the wrong place.” 

Waste transported by rogue

carriers often ends up fly-tipped 
in an attempt to avoid proper 
disposal charges. 

This activity not only harms 
the environment, but also pre¬ 
sents unfair competition to 
companies who deal with waste 
in accordance with the law. 

Cllr Nunn said: “Fly-tip- 
ping cost taxpayers in Suffolk 
£265,000 last year - by prevent¬ 
ing fly-tipping in the first place, 
these costs can be kept to a 
minimum. 

“We welcome 
the opportunity 
to help reduce 
the number of 
fly-tipping inci¬ 
dents in Suffolk 
and work in part¬ 
nership with all 
those affected by this 
criminal behaviour.” 

Councils have been working 
closely with landowners and en¬ 
forcement agencies since April 
to tackle the problem. 

From April 2011 to March 
2012 the SWP cleared up nearly 
3,000 separate fly-tipping inci¬ 


dents. 

Fandowners have to arrange 
to clear waste dumped on their 
land themselves, at additional 
cost. 

The ‘Tip Off’ campaign will 
run until March next year and 
aims to revolutionise preven¬ 
tion, reporting, investigation 
and clearing of fly-tipped waste 
while reducing associated costs. 

The SWP plans to increase the 
number of convictions for fly¬ 
tipping and to name and shame 
those convicted. 

They will liaise with 
landowners to help 
them reduce the 
incidents of fly¬ 
tipping on their 
land and explore 
options which 
help landowners 
deal with waste on 
private land effec¬ 
tively and at the lowest 
possible cost. 

The campaign also aims to 
streamline the reporting pro¬ 
cess across the county and urge 
small and medium sized enter¬ 
prises to take waste to House¬ 
hold Waste Recycling Centres.

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Fireplace safety 
is subject of 
new campaign 

RESIDENTS are warned to protect 
themselves in winter by sweeping their 
chimneys. 

As part of National Chimney Fire 
Safety Week, which was launched on 
Monday, firefighters are now calling for 
residents to ensure their chimneys are 
properly maintained to reduce the risk 
of fires in cold months. 

Rick Hylton, area commander at 
Cambridgeshire Fire and Rescue 
Service said: "If you have an open 
fire in your home, it is vital that your 
chimney is swept at least once a year 
to prevent a build up of debris which 
could start a fire. 

"In addition to this, the brickwork on 
the chimney should also be inspected, 
particularly in the roof space to ensure 
there are no cracked or broken bricks 
which embers could escape through." 

Last winter the fire service attended 
an increased number of chimney fires 
in the county owing to the long and 
bitter cold temperatures. 

Mr Hylyon said: "Open fires can be 
cosy and a cheaper way to stay warm, 
but a chimney fire is expensive. 

"Not only could it cause extensive 
damage to your home, but it could also 
put the lives of you and your family at 
serious risk." 

Residents are advised to ensure they 
have a working smoke alarm, to use a 
fire guard and to check the hearth and 
floor for embers before going to bed.

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Currie's still hot 


THOUGH the landscape of what we used to 
call the music industry has changed beyond 
recognition over the past decade, it’s good 
to know that at least one hoary old rock 
tradition - the tried-and-tested notion of 
getting it together in the country - is alive 
and well. 

In Justin Currie's case, it was technically 
an island: in 2012, the sometime Del Amitri 
frontman excused himself from the many 
distractions of his native Glasgow and 
decamped to the Hebridean isle of Skye to 
work on the songs for what would become 
his third solo album, Lower Reaches. 

"I just rented the first decent-looking 
cottage I saw that didn't have hideous MFI 
furniture in it,” says the amiable 48-year- 
old, speaking to The Guide in advance of 
his sold-out solo show at The Junction 
in Cambridgeon Sunday. “And it was 
remarkably productive - just 
because I

hadn't written anything for so long, I 
was just desperate to write anything, 
so I got straight in the zone. And it was 
very beautiful up there - The Cuillins 
were looming over the house in a very 
threatening, Gothic manner. Everything 
about it was just perfect." 

With no internet or mobile phone 
connection, Currie knocked out 15 new 
songs (half the tally he would eventually 
take to Texas for recording sessions with 
And You Will Know Us By The Trail Of Dead 
producer Mike McCarthy) in less than a 
fortnight - a personal best he says could 
only have been achieved through total 
solitary confinement. 

"I hadn't been writing prolifically 
for a year before that because my 
girlfriend had moved into my 
house, which is a situation 
I've avoided my entire life,” 
he admits. "I kind of need 
my house to be empty for 
at least a couple of weeks 
to write anything, because 
I get very easily distracted. 
So I realised that, in order 


to still have a relationship and a career, I was 
going to have to rent somewhere." 

Currie is now into his fourth decade of 
refusing to grow up: it's 30 years since 
Del Amitri (originally Del Amitri Riazlo - 
the name was chosen specifically for its 
meaninglessness) first made their mark on 
Glasgow's fertile post-punk scene, peddling 
a brand of spiky, angular jangle-pop that 
saw them being championed by John Peel 
and picked up as a support slot to The 
Smiths. 

After one brilliant but largely ignored 
album, the band disappeared to America, 
and returned pretty much unrecognisable. 

This proved to be the making of them, 
with 1989's Waking Hours, and its signature 
anthem Nothing Ever Happens, launching 
the band to a new level of success, which 
they parlayed into a further three top 10 
albums - plus a surprise US hit with 1995's 
Roll To Me. 

"Roll To Me bought us two houses," he 
says. "It would have bought us a small 
housing estate over the 20 years that it's 
been on the radio. That's the odd thing 
about a band like us, in that we never 
sold millions of records, but we had these 
big radio hits that are still on the radio in 
America, and to a certain extent in the UK, 
which accrue royalties if you wrote the damn 
things.”

TO truly excel in a chosen field, 
you need to be challenged, 
pushed to the limit of human 
endurance to find previously 
untapped reserves of strength 
and courage. 

For this reason, sport is 
littered with bitter rivalries 
between incredible champions. 
Some of the fiercest rivalry has 
been contested on Formula 1 
racetracks. Ayrton Senna and 
Alain Prost famously clashed in 
and out of their supercharged 
machines, compelling the 
French driver to declare that 
"Senna wanted to destroy me”.

This incredible story of 
courage and resilience is 
dramatised in Rush, Ron 
Howard's superb biopic that 
charts the rivalry between Hunt 
(Chris Hemsworth) and Lauda 
(Daniel Bruhl) from their early 
days through to the glamour of 
the Formula 1 circus. 

Directed with brio and 
turbo-charged by stirring 
performances from Hemsworth 


and Bruhl, Rush is a riveting 
evocation of an bygone era. An 
uplifting story of admiration 
and friendship purrs beneath 
the bonnet of Howard's 
direction offering plenty of 
high-speed thrills for petrol 
heads. 

Screenwriter Morgan 
selects the choicest cuts of 
the facts for the big screen, 
including horrific scenes at the 
hospital where a badly burnt 
Lauda drifts in and out of 
consciousness but still musters 
enough strength to growl, "Tell 
the priest to get lost. I'm still 
alive!". 

Howard's film pulsates with 
the same vitality, painting a 
vivid portrait of men who lived 
on the edge in an era when 
racing was genuinely a dance 
of death.

Green green 
grass of home 


AFTER a summer of being dried out by heat and 
trampled on by outdoor activities, your lawn may 
be looking a bit tired. If you want to restore any 
bare patches, or are even thinking of sowing a 
completely new lawn, early autumn is a good time 
to do it. 

But how do you choose the 
type of seed for the job from 
the array of different grass 
seeds on the market? 

Help is at hand from Which? 

Gardening, the Consumers' 

Association magazine, which 
has just revealed the results of 
its test on 36 lawn seed mixes 
and repair kits, assessing both 
germination and appearance 
of the grass and coverage of 
each plot at monthly intervals. 

Best overall lawn seed mix 
is Asda Multipurpose (£3 for 
500g), which the survey says will give you a great 
looking lawn. In the trial, it established quickly, 
gave a dense, finer-leaded turf, was among the 
best in terms of coverage and appearance and 
recovered well after wear-and-tear tests. 

The next highest scorer was Mr Fothergill's 
Better Lawn (£5.99 for 500g, available from 
garden centres), which looked good throughout 


the autumn and following spring, recovered 
quickly after the wear-and-tear tests and had 
produced a dense sward by the end of the trial. 

For those just repairing their lawn, the 
researchers recommend Miracle-Gro Patch 
Magic (£9.99 for 1kg, Tesco), which worked 

exceptionally well in the trial 
and established quickly. The 
plastic shaker contains coir and 
fertiliser with very little grass 
seed. The coir shows where 
you've scattered it and indicates 
where it needs watering. 

The grass is fine-leaved and 
green, but didn't cope as well 
with wear-and-tear as other 
recommended lawn seeds. 

Other recommended lawn- 
seed mixes include Wilko 
Multipurpose with ryegrass 
(£6 for 750g, Wilkinson), 
which produced tough grass with a good density 
throughout the trial, and Verve quick Start (£3.98 
for 500g, B&Q) which was one of the first in 
the test to germinate and completely cover the 
ground. 

If you are sowing a new lawn, you'll need to dig 
over the area thoroughly to allow free drainage, 
removing stones and weeds as you go, then

incorporate organic matter such as compost or 
well-rotted manure. On heavy clay incorporate 
sharp grit and organic soil conditioner. On light 
soils just incorporate the organic matter. 

Firm the ground by laying a plank of wood on 
it and walking over it several times. Then move 
the plank across the site until the whole area is 
firmed, but not compacted. 

Next rake the area to produce a fine 'tilth' on 
which to sow the seed. You may need to rake 
repeatedly until the ground is level and the 
surface is crumbly. 

Make sure you buy good quality grass seed 
which is the current season's stock and choose 
the type to suit your needs. A lawn for a family- 
friendly garden may include a mixture of dwarf 


perennial ryegrasses to withstand heavy use, 
while a lawn just to look upon might be a 
mixture of fine tufted grasses. Always follow the 
instructions on the packet about seed distribution 
and don't be tempted to sow more thickly than 
recommended. 

To repair your lawn, loosen the soil in the bare 
patch with a fork, scatter grass seed and fertiliser 
over the area and rake lightly to work the seed 
into the soil. Water if it's dry and cover with 
netting or fleece to keep off birds.

O’Brien 
booked 
for Bertie 



JOSEPH O’Brien is set to take the 
ride on Captain Bertie in the Beft- 
fred Cambridgeshire at Newmar¬ 
ket on September 28, should the 
horse make the cut. 

O’Brien teamed up with train¬ 
er Jane Chapple-Hyam to great 
effect in the race last year, part¬ 
nering Mull Of Killough to finish 
second in the ultra-competitive 
nine-furlong heat. 

Captain Bertie has won one of 
his six starts so far this term and 
was last seen finishing third over 
a mile at Ripon last month. 

He is rated 96, which puts him 
on a mark of 8st 101b, and Chap- 
ple-Hyam is well aware he would 
not get in the race as things stand 
right now. 

“I was pleased with how he 
galloped last Saturday and he’s 
headed in the right direction,” 
she said. “Joseph rode Mull Of Kil¬ 
lough last year to finish second so 
it’s nice to have him. 

“We’re not 100 per cent in the 
race. We need five to come out at 
the moment but I don’t know that 
David Livingston would run off 
lOst so that could put the weights 


up and allow Joseph to ride. 

“Godolphin have six in there 
still and William Haggas has five 
so hopefully a few will come out 
and allow us a run. I would be dis¬ 
appointed if we didn’t get in. 

“The question mark is whether 
he will get the nine furlongs, but 
his run at Ripon suggested he will.” 

Godolphin’s racing manag¬ 
er Simon Crisford offered Cap 
O’Rushes as the best-value op¬ 
tion of the trio bidding to land his 
team a sixth Ladbrokes St Leger at 
Doncaster this Saturday. 

The Gordon Stakes winner 
is more than twice the odds of 
Godolphin’s shortest-priced chal¬ 
lenger, Libertarian, and also big¬ 
ger than Secret Number. 

“Secret Number is a nearly 
horse, he doesn’t quite manage 
to win on the big occasion. I’d be 
surprised if he was good enough,” 
said Crisford. 

“We bought Libertarian with 
this very much in mind and it has 
taken him a long time to get over 
that run. If you said is he going to 
be the sixth St Leger winner for 
Godolphin, I’d say the jury’s out. 


He’s got a lot to prove. 

“Excess Knowledge is a short 
price and Cap O’Rushes is an un¬ 
considered outsider. We beat him 
at Goodwood, although people 
will say Excess Knowledge was an 
unlucky loser. 

“I’d say of our three, he’s the 
most interesting contender by 
some way - at the prices.” 

John Gosden, seeking a fifth St 
Leger victory, confirmed James 
Doyle will have his first Classic 
ride as Khalid Abdullah’s retained 
jockey aboard Excess Knowledge. 

William Buick will partner sta- 
blemate Leel Like Dancing, the 
Bahrain Trophy winner. 

It was a good day for both Gos¬ 
den and Godolphin last Sunday. 

Godolphin’s Lost In the Mo¬ 
ment came from last to first to 
claim the Group Two Internation¬ 
al Bosphorus Cup for Godolphin 
at Veliefendi in Turkey. 

And Go s den’s The Lugue 
reversed recent form with A1 
Kazeem as she claimed a first 
Group One victory in mixed com¬ 
pany with a dazzling display in 


the Red Mills Irish Champion 
Stakes at Leopardstown. 

The trainer said: “She is in the 
Arc.
